REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: 

4. The closest art Whitxvorth, B.; Felton, R. ("Whitworth et a/.") "Measuring disagreement 
in groups facing limited choice problems System Sciences," Proceedings of the Thirty-First 
Hawaii International Conference, 1998, does not teach or render obvious applicant's claimed 
invention. In particular, as pointed out below, the prior art lacks certain features and the combi- 
nation as specified in the respective claims. 

5. With regards to claim 1 Whitworth et al does not disclose determining interval sizes 
between choice valuations, obtaining a rank for each interval size, using interval size ranks, at 
least in part, to determine an evaluator score for each choice and combining evaluator scores for 
each choice to determine, at least in part an overall score for each choice. 
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6. With regards to claim 18 Whitworth et al does not disclose obtaining ranks of intervals 
between a valuation-ordered group of choices, determining a score for each choice from the 
interval ranks, scores for each evaluator to obtain an overall score for each choice. 

7. With regards to claim 29 Whitworth et al does not disclose determines a valuation by 
each of multiple evaluators for each of multiple products, wherein at least one evaluator 
determines a valuation representing revenue, and another evaluator determines a valuation 
representing profit, ranking intervals between valuation-ordered product for each evaluator, 
determining product scores using interval ranks for each evaluator, combining product scores 
to determine an overall score for each product.
